Let it be 
spoken without an effort, with- 
out the ghost of a shadow upon 
it. Life means all that it ever 
meant: It is the same as it ever 
was. There is absolute and 
unbroken continuity. Why 
should I be out of mind because 
I am out of sight? I am but 
waiting for you, for an interval, 
somewhere very near, just 
around the corner. All is well."

Bob Burpee, National Hurricane Center's 
new director has a busy first year

Bob Burpee was smiling. He 
was relaxed. He was a very hap- 
py man. The 1995 hurricane 
season, the second busiest on 
record, was finally over. _ 

"I was hoping it (the hurri- 
cane season) would be quiet," he 
said. "So, I'd have a chance to 
ease into the job. Instead we got 
almost three, in one." 
"The job" is Director of the 


National hurricane Center and - 


the "three years in one" is a ref- 
erence to the remarkable six 
months that constituted the 
1995 hurricane da YA 
storms and 11 hurricanes; ` 

I asked Mr. Burpee if he had 
more gray hair now than six 
months ago. "I probably do," he 
answered with a laugh. "But, 
there are to many to count."

this year. "We had so many days 
in a row with a named storm," 
said Mr. Burpee. "We were busy

That meant that Mr. Burpee 
was thrust into the spotlight a 
lot sooner than he had expected. 
Television cameras, miero- 
phones and dozens of reporters 
all asking-the same question: 
Where's the hurricane going 


;,,It; waa parti of the Sob Mr. 


i Burpee admits he was unpre-! 


pared for. "I ‘had had very little 
experience doing that before I 
came here," he said. 

Mr. Burpee-had spent nearly 
all of his career in the nearly 
invisible role as hurricane 
researcher. Now, he was the 
most visible person at the hurri- 
cane center-the man millions 
relied on for storm information. 

It certainly took awhile to si 
accustomed. to it," he said. " 
feel a lot more comfortable now 
answering the questions." 

While Mr. Burpee was a new 
face at the hurricane center, the 
staff he inherited from Dr. 
m" rt Sheets was experienced 

battle-tested. "T'd probably 
pus a higher grade to my staff 
than to me," Mr. Burpee said. 
"Truly, there was a lot to learn. 
The staff members helped me 
along the way." 

Mr. Burpee says the staff 
members, which include Jerry 
derrel, Max Mayfield, Miles 
Lawrence, Lixion Avila, Ed 
Rappaport and Robert Pasch 
had one of their best years fore- 
casting the future movements of 
tropical storms and hurricanes. 
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"Our errors of track predic- 
tion were lower than our recent 
ten year average," he said. "I 
think we did very well", often 
under very difficult circum- 
stances. 

In late August and early 
September, the Atlantic Ocean 
resembled 1-95 during rush 
hour-it was a grid-lock of tropi- 
cal systems. Two hurricanes 
and twoj tropical storms Were 
wanderi around at; like tene 
time, ‘Analyzing one hi ne 
is tough enough but four at once 
is nearly impossible. 

Thankfully, Mr. Burpee and 

his crew may be working a lot 
less next year if hürricane guru 
Bill Gray is right again. Mr. 
Gray is the Colorado State Uni- 
versity scientist who has devel- 
oped a formula to predict the 
number of tropical storms and 
hurricanes. It is-a formula that 
is very accurate. 
% Mr. Gray thinks eight tropical 
storms and five hurricanes will 
form in 1996. When I told Mr. 
Burpée about Mr. Gray's predic- 
tion his smile got wider. "Con- 
sidering how busy this season 
was eight storms sounds awful- 
ly good," he said. 

On the day that I visited with 
Mr. Burpee at the National 
Hurricane Center preparations 
were being made for a small 
party. It was a Christmas party 
for the staff but, Mr. Burpee 
said, it was also an end-of-sea- 
son party. The 1995 hurricane 
séason was over and it was time 
to celebrate.
